TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitaury  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1958. 

There  was  a further  slight  decline  in  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate  of  the  population.  This  was  to  be  expected 
from  the  steady  decline  in  the  main  industry,  the  manufacture 
of  textiles. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  Colne  is  just  about  maintaining 
its  own,  and  is  identical  with  1954.  It  is,  in  fact,  a shade 
less  than  the  average  for  the  five  year  period  1953-1957. 

The  Death  Rate  was  the  lowest  since  1948, 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  Nil  smd  the  Infantile 
and  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rates  the  lowest  ever. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  was  low.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
were  the  exceptions.  This  increased  incidence  of  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  is  disturbing.  The  discovery  of  these  cases 
was  due  to  the  visit  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit, 

The  cause  of  the  increase  is  difficult  to  assess  - it  could 
be  due  to  an  added  virulence  of  the  tuberculosis  organism 
resulting  from  fresh  strains  from  overseas.  It  indicates 
the  need  for  another  follow-up  survey  in  the  near  future. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  These  were 
non-paralytic,  and  fortunately  no  deaths  occurred. 

In  view  of  the  interest  aroused  by  the  passing  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  and  the  need  for  implementing  it,  a map  of 
the  area  is  provided  in  the  text  of  the  report.  It  is  hoped 
that  a clearer  picture  is  formed  of  the  local  conditions 
relating  to  wind  drift, 

I am  grateful  to  many  of  my  colleagues  and  others  for 
information  relative  to  work  outside  my  control  which  has 
been  of  assistance  to  me  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report, 
and  also  to  the  Health  Committee  and  my  Staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  willing  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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STATISTICS  A^JD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  ARSA 

The  Borough  of  Colne  is  well  situated,  healthy  and  in 
excellent  natural  surroundings.  It  is  600  ft.  to  800  ft. 
above  sea  level.  There  is  good  natural  drainage  and  a 
plentiful  water  supply. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  insured  workers  are 
engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  The  other  main 
industries  are  engineering,  building  and  civil  engineering, 
plastics,  leather,  transport,  metal  goods,  distributive, 
professional  and  national  and  local  government  services, 
and  miscellaneous. 

Ihiring  the  year  there  has  been  a continuous  upward 
trend  in  the  number  of  workers  wholly  unemployed. 

Several  firms  in  the  area  have  closed  during  the  year, 
and  not  all  the  labour  has  been  reabsorbed.  There  have 
been  fluctuations  in  the  temporarily  suspended  register, 
due  to  the  incidence  of  short  time  working.  In  the 
textile  industry  short  time  working  has  been  a feature 
throughout  the  year,  with  the  heaviest  stoppages  at 
Easter,  Whitsun.,  September  holidays  and  Christmas. 

Future  prospects  in  the  industry  remain  uncertain. 

The  unemployed  register  at  the  year  end  was  467  (255 
men  and  212  women),  including  145  men  and  107  women 
temporarily  unemployed.  Outstanding  vacancies  at  the 
end  of  the  year  were  28.

HOSPITALS 


The  Hospital  Services  for  the  Borough  are  provided  by  the 
Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  North- 
West  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  action  is  taken  by  them  to 
secure  adequate  hospital  treatment  for  the  varying  needs  of  the 
people. 

The  general  hospitals  in  Burnley  and  district  available  to 
Colne  residents  are:- 

Hartley  Hospital,  Colne 
Reedyford  Memorial  Hospital,  Nelson 
General  Hospital,  B\irnley. 

Victoria  Hospital,  Burnley. 
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There  is  also  Grove  House  Recovery  Home,  Barrowford,  and,  where 
necessary,  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Marsden 
Hospital,  Burnley.

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in 
Barrowford  Road,  serves  the  Borough  of  Colne  and  the  neighboxuring 
districts. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  14  maternity  beds 
and  2 isolation  beds.  The  maternity  block  contains  2 labour 
wards,  sterilisation  room,  nursery  and  duty  room.  There  is 
also  an  ante-natal  clinic,  observation  block,  kitchen  and  laundry. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Home  has  been  very  fully  occupied. 

Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  rooms 
for  the  proper  nursing  of  special  types  of  cases,  e.g,  difficult 
labours,  post  eclampsia,  hesurt  conditions,  caesarian  section 
and  premature  births,  and  particularly  for  the  provision  of 
ante-natal  beds. 


PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home  until 
their  progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  term 
pregnancy. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  or  hospital  if  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.  The 
midwife  has  access  to  special  equipment  maintained  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Offices  for  premature  babies,  should  it  be 
necessary. 


THE  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC.  CHRISTIANA 
HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

Clinic  is  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of 
entirely  separate.  The  accommodation 
onsists  of  a waiting  room  and  sanitary  accommodation,  dressing 
cubicles,  laboratory  and  two  consulting  rooms,

These  are  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre  at  Bank  House  every 
Tuesday  from  9.30  a.m.  to  12,30  p.m.  under  the  direction  of 
a Physiotherapist, 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CARE 

Expectant  mothers  are  urged  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
and  taike  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  they  offer. 

Mothers  are  strongly  advised  to  have  at  least  one  post-natsil 
examination  approximately  six  weeks  after  the  baby  is  born.  A 
great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfort  and  ill-health  is  borne  by 
sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that  such  suffering 
is  an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of  post- 
natal examinations.  At  the  present  time,  too  great  a difference 
exists  between  the  number  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations.

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

(Under  Part  VII  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936) 

The  welfare  of  children  has  long  been  the  concern  and 
interest  of  this  local  authority  sind,  in  spite  of  the  powers 
to  act  being  transferred  to  the  County  Council,  the  interest 
is  always  present. 

Information  of  cases  of  neglect  or  cruelty,  or  both, 
reaches  the  Department  through  very  many  channels.  These 
are  usually  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers, 
Attendance  Officers,  and  on  many  occasions  through  neighbours. 
All  rumours  or  reports  are  investigated.  Warnings  are 
issued  if  necessary  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  case  or 
cases.  If  all  thisfkils  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  is  communicated  with,  and  he  visits  the 
house.  Usually,  this  has  a salutary  effect.  In  all  cases 
where  warnings  have  been  issued  or  there  has  been  a suspicion 
of  neglect,  close  supervision  is  maintained. 


CHILDREN'S  ACT.  1948 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children 
come  under  the  care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County 
Council,  The  Department  is  responsible  for  children  who 
are  for  one  reason  or  another  deprived  of  the  normal  care  of 
their  parents. 

The  children  are  cared  for  in  children's  homes,  residential 
nurseries,  hostels  and  foster  homes.

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  during  the 
vear  was  low  with  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever  and 
Respiratory  tuberculosis.  The  majority  of  the  4?  cases  of 
scaRlet  fever  were  in  the  age  group  of  4 - 10  ye^s,  a^d  more 
than  half  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  December  quarter. 
ThriSection  was  mostly  of  a mild  nature,  only  2 cases  being 
admitted  to  hospital.  Most  of  the  26  cases  of  respir^ory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  followi^  a vist  to  the  toira  of  a 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Mobile  Unit  from  April  28th  to 
June  11th.  Twenty-one  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
were  notified  from  this  latter  date  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.

VACCINATION 

SMALLPOX  - It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a large  number 
of  parents  do  not  accept  the  vaccination  of  their  children 
against  smallpox.  With  the  increasing  number  of  people 
travelling  by  air,  euid  thus  getting  from  one  spot  on  the  globe 
to  another  in  a matter  of  hours,  the  chance  of  smallpox  being 
introduced  into  our  area  is  very  much  greater,  I would  strongly 
urge  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible 
sifter  birth. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - B.C.G.  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  school  children  who 
had  reached  the  sige  of  13  years.  The  response  was  better, 
but  far  from  satisfactory.  B.C.G.  vaccination  gives  protection 
against  tuberculosis,  and  protection  is  very  necessary  as  there 
are  still  many  undiscovered  cases,  28  new  cases  being  discovered 
in  this  town  last  year. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  future  to  offer  vaccination  to 
children  of  14  years  and  upwards,  and  to  students  at  universities 
and  colleges. 
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POLIOMYELITIS  - Imjmnisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being 
offered  to  persons  from  the  age  of  o months  to  25  years  and  to 
expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  injections  are  necessary, 
the  first 'two  at  an  interval  of  4 weeks,  and  the  third  one 
no  less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection.  Up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  only  of  school  children  in  this  town 
had  any  protection  against  poliomyelitis  and  only  6%  of  those 
between  l6  years  and  25  years.  It  is  gratifying,  however, 
that  the  response  has  since  improved. 


IMMUNISATION 


DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  - Clinics  for  active 
imomnisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
axe  held  weekly  at  the  School  Clinic,  Bank  House,  Though 
diptheria  is  a rare  disease,  and  whooping  cough  is  on  the 
decline,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency.  Parents  are  exhorted 
to  have  all  their  children  immunised,  for  it  is  only  by  doing 
so  that  those  diseases  can  be  effectively  prevented.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Statistical  information  withi 
brief  comment  is  set  out  under  the  respective  headings  later  in 
the  Annual  Report.  A few  general  observations  provide  a 
foreword  to  this  report, 

STAFF 


There  is  a serious  shortage  of  public  health  inspectors 
throughout  the  country  and  the  National  Joint  Council  has  made 
strong  representations  to  local  authorities  to  employ  and  train 
pupils.  Such  a pupil  was  appointed  to  the  Staff  of  this 
Department  in  September.  He  is  to  spend  six  months  of  each  of 
the  next  three  years  at  the  Royal  Technical  College  at  Salford 
on  a Sandwich  Course,  the  remainder  of  the  year  working  in  the 
Department.  This  modern  form  of  training  is  widely  used  by 
industry  for  selected  candidates  for  technological  training. 

With  two  Inspectors  only,  it  is  found  that  if  additional 
time  has  to  be  given  to  one  aspect  of  our  work,  as  has  been 
given  this  year  to  slum  clearance,  there  has  to  be  a retraction 
in  other  fields.  As  one  example  of  this,  I am  not  satisfied 
that  we  are  giving  sufficient  supervision  to  food  premises. 

If  our  work  has  to  be  extended  by  starting  smoke  control  areas 
in  the  town,  then  serious  consideration  will  have  to  be  given 
to  enlarging  the  staff  of  public  health  inspectors. 


CLEARANCE  AREAS. 


Is  this  term  a misnomer  ? Properties  are  condemned,  the 
occupants  rehoused,  but  the  houses  remain  standing.  Windows 
are  broken,  doors  broken  open,  perhaps  removed  entirely,  woodwork 
of  stairs,  cupboards  and  floors  is  pilfered,  and  lead  water 
seiTrice  pipes  taken.  Yet  the  shells  of  the  houses  remain. 
Rubbish  seems  to  accumulate  in  them.  The  time  lag  at  the 
present  moment  is  standing  at  three  years.  These  are  unhealthy 
areas  when  occupied  - unhealthy  areas  when  derelict. 


Progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  inspection  of  unfit 
houses,  and  the  rehousing  of  tenants  from  confirmed  Clearance 
eas  is  keeping  in  step.  During  1958*  58  properties  were 
represented  as  unfit  and  Clearance  Orders  made,  including 
the  first  Clearance  Order  in  the  Bunkers  Hill/Greenfield 

town.  The  Health  and  Housing  Committees 
decided  at  a joint  meeting  to  increase  the  tempo  of  slum 
clearance  and  the  programme  for  1959  involves  about  80  houses. 

Bunkers  Hill  area  of  the  town 

where  new  building  is  planned  to  rehouse  the  displaced  people. 
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SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Domestic  smoke  accounts  for  at  least  50  per  cent  of  our 
atmospheric  pollution.  Where  fogs  are  frequent  over  densely 
populated  areas,  then  the  term  'black  area'  becomes  a very  real 
description  of  the  mixture  of  smoke  and  fog  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  winter  months  which  we  have  recently  experienced  have  been 
worse  than  the  average  for  'smog',  and  bronchial  troubles  have 
had  their  usual  toll  on  the  population.  Colne  is  on  the  fringe 
of  the  Lancashire  industrial  'black'  area  and  has  an  average 
of  30  fogs  a year.  The  Government  has  made  a request  to 
'black'  area  authorities  to  consider  planning  the  gradual 
elimination  of  domestic  smoke.  The  Council  will  shortly  be 
considering  whether  to  embark  on  the  creation  of  smokeless 
zones  in  the  town.  Since  domestic  properties  in  smoke 
control  areas  may  burn  only  smokeless  fuels,  this  may  be  regarded 
as  a major  restriction  on  the  freedom  of  the  individual  to  do 
as  he  pleases.  The  attainment  of  our  higher  standards  of 
civilisation  has  always  involved  some  restriction  of  the 
individual's  rights  for  the  welfare  of  the  community  at  large, 
and  I hope  that  progress  in  reducing  atmospheric  pollution 
will  be  looked  at  in  this  light. 

SPECIFIED  AREAS. 


I From  the  6th  April,  1959s  milk  sold  in  Colne  will  be  in 

; one  of  three  categories  - either  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised 
or  sterilised.  No  loose  milk  may  be  sold  by  retail,  and  milk 
from  farms  which  are  not  licensed  for  the  production  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk  will  have  to  be  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

This  is  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food,  which  applies  to  the  whole  of  North  East 
Lancashire,  and  is  a further  measure  to  safeguard  the  milk  supply, 

, MEAT  INSPECTION. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  food  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  town  was  maintained.  There  was  a decree  e in  the  number 
of  cattle  slaughtered,  4,275  as  against  4,455  in  the  previous 
year,  but  a higher  proportion  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  1958 
were  cows.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  was  again 
lower  than  in  any  previous  year,  being  5.48  per  cent  of  the 
cows  slaughtered  and  2,59  per  cent  of  cattle  other  than  cows. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  record  the  Department's 
appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  co-operation  given 
by  other  Corporation  Officials.  I also  wish  to  place  on  record 
the  willing  co-operation  given  me  by  the  staff  of  this  Department,

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

WATER  SUPPLY 


TOWN'S  WATER: 

The  town's  water  is  obtained  from  a catchment  area  of  780 
acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor  and  feeds  the  Laneshaw 
Reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum, 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed  in 
1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.

Chlorination  plant  installed  in  the  Laneshaw  Filter  House, 
during  1942,  treats  both  the  low  level  and  high  level  supplies, 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  and  Candy  mechanical  pressure 
filters. 


Ten  samples  have  been  analysed  for  plumbo-solvency,  and  the 
analyst  states  that  plumbo— solvent  action  is  negligible. 

Mains  extensions  to  new  housing  sites  have  been  laid. 
Reservicing  work  under  an  assisted  scheme  has  given  improved 
supplies  to  numerous  older  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  town.

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Fifty-two  dwellings  obtain  their  water  from  private 
sources.  These  are  mainly  farmhouses,  and  country  cottages. 

One  sample  taken  from  a farmhouse  tap  was  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  the  result  was  quite 
unsatisfactory.  Later  during  the  year  the  premises  were 
connected  to  the  town’s  supply. 

DRAINAGE  ^ND  SEV/ERAGE 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  of  sewers  within  the  area. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road. 

The  contractor  for  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  reconstruction 
scheme  commenced  work  in  September.  The  duration  of  the 
contract  is  two  years.  The  scheme  comprises  new  grit 
channels  and  screens,  two  circular  sedimentation  tanks,  two 
primary  filters,  secondary  filters  with  six  distributors, 
two  humus  tanks  and  a press  house  for  the  purpose  of 
de-watering  the  sludge.  The  secondary  treatment  will 
be  operated  on  the  recirculation  of  effluent  principle. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  to  51  new  houses. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
supervision  and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the 
area  and,  where  necessary  their  attention  is  directed  to  cases 
of  river  pollution.  No  cases  have  been  reported  during  the 
year.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  were  63  pail  closets  and  41  privies  still  in  use 
in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these  cases 
there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer  available. 
Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate 
the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  filter,  but  due  care  should 
be  taken  before  installations  eire  cairried  out,  to  ensure  that 
land  emd  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents. 

In  September,  for  a period  of  three  yeaurs,  the  Council 
made  available  a Grant  towards  the  cost  of  converting  a pail 
closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  Grant  is  £25,  or  half 
the  cost  of  conversion,  whichever  is  the  lower.  One  owner 
qualified  for  a grant  of  £15.158.  2d. 

The  conversion  of  129  waste-water  closets  into  fresh  water 
closets  has  been  carried  out  dxiring  the  year  under  review. 

The  Corporation  Grant  of  £7  10s.  Od. , per  conversion  was 
made  in  120  instances.  The  other  9 conversions  comprised 
part  of  improvement  schemes  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
approval,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  involved  qualified  for 
Improvement  Grants  under  the  conditions  of  the  Housing  Act. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  approximately 
2,507  waste-water  closets  within  the  Borough.  Their 
conversion  is  the  greatest  outstanding  sanitairy  improvement 
needed.

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PUBLIC  CLEANS INS 


R«fu3«  is  collected  from  approximately  7,620  bins  at 
houses  and  other  buildings,  and  is  transported  in  four  Karrier 
Bantam  refuse  collection  vehicles.  A weekly  collection  of 
house  refuse  is  maintained. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  solely  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Bunkers  Hill  Tip. 

A Salvage  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1940,  and 
up  to  the  end  of  March,  1959,  8,390  tons  of  material  at  a 
value  of  £37,328  had  been  recovered  and  sold. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor 
Sweeper  and  by  collectors,  working  on  the  "beat"  system  with 
"Orderly"  trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrier  "Yorkshire"  Gully 
Emptier,  Septic  tanks  are  emptied  at  owners'  request 
smd  cost,  by  the  same  means.  There  are  no  cesspools  to 
be  cleansed  as  a rate  borne  charge. 

The  majority  of  the  pail  closets  sure  emptied  weekly 
by  the  Corporation,  but  there  are  a number  of  pail  and 
privy  closets  in  the  more  inaccessible  parts  of  the  district 
which  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers.  This  service  is 
administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  most  of  this  information.

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

One  hundred  auad  twenty-nine  saoke  observations,  each  of  30 
minutes'  duration,  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  40  factory 
chimneys  in  the  district.  In  6 instances  it  was  found  necessary 
to  report  the  existence  of  a smoke  nuisance  to  the  management  of 
the  firms  concerned.  In  addition.  29  visits  were  made  to  premises 
regsirding  smoke  emissions,  and  advice  given  to  management,  engineers 
and  stokers.  No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

In  Nay.  all  industrial  coal  users  were  circularised, 
explaining  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations  which  became  effective 
from  June  1st,  1930t  controlling  the  emission  of  excessive  smoke 
from  industrial  chimneys.  Also,  a survey  of  all  boilerhouse 
plants  was  carried  out  during  the  Summer  and  Autumn  months. 

Applications  for  prior  approval  of  new  boiler  plants  were 
received  from  3 concerns,  and  approval  grsuited.  In  one 
instance,  notice  of  installation  of  new  boiler  plant  was  given. 

Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  Ist,  1957*  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  now  require  the 
provision  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for  heating  or 
cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  is  practicable 
the  emission  of  smoke. 

No  smoke  control  areas  have  yet  been  made,  but  consideration 
is  to  be  given  to  this  as  early  as  possible. 


SMOKE  POLLUTION  AND  WIND  DIRECTION 


The  map  attached  hereto  indicates  the  considerable 
variation  in  wind  direction  which  occurs  in  this  district.  It 
is  widely  believed  that  the  south  west  wind  is  the  prevailing 
wind  but  from  the  data  compiled  at  the  Meteorological  Station  at 
Nelson  it  would  appesu:  that  the  vest  wind  is  most  predominant. 

The  map  indicates  that  only  when  the  wind  is  in  the  south  vest  is  Colne 
receiving  the  smoke  emanations  from  Nelson,  Burnley  and  further 
afield.  Any  improvement  in  the  reduction  of  smoke  in  the  towns 
to  the  south  west  will  obviously  help  to  reduce  the  smoke  in  Colne, 
but  the  more  that  is  done  in  Colne  itself  in  the  reduction  of 
smoke  will  obviously  be  of  benefit  to  the  residents  of  this  town. 
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INVESTIGATION  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


There  aure  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open 
to  the  public.  The  Corporation  owns  Public  Baths  and  Swimming 
Pools,  which  were  opened  in  1909. 

They  consist  of  the  following:- 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children's  swimming  pool,  shower 
and  foot  baths,  with  dressing  cubicles  and  sanitsoy  accommodation. 
There  is  also  a series  of  medicated  baths.  The  children's 
swimming  pool  is  closed. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  automatic  doser.  Eight  samples 
of  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 

4 from  the  inlet  and  4 from  the  outlet.  Those  from  the  inlet 
were  all  satisfactory,  but  2 of  the  samples  from  the  outlet 
proved  unsatisfactory.

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SCHOOLS 


There  are  17  County  Schools  and  1 Private  School  within 
the  Borough, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a new  Secondary  Modern  School 
was  under  constniction  to  serve  the  Catholic  community.

Until  the  provision/of  hot  water  over  wash  basins 
in  all  the  Junior  and  Infants  Schools  has  been  made  we 
cannot  feel  satisfied  that  washing  facilities  are 
adequate.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


The  number  of  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7,393  of 
which  335  were  empty.  Of  the  latter,  153  were  derelict  and 
awaiting  demolition.  Approximately  550  houses  have  still  to 
be  dealt  with  under  the  slum  clearance  programme  during  the  next 
11  years.  One-fifth  of  the  houses  are  Council  houses,  mainly 
living  room,  scullery,  3 bedrooms  and  bathroom  type.  The 
remainder  are  mostly  terraced,  stone  built  houses,  of  sound 
construction,  built  around  the  beginning  of  this  century,  many 
of  which  lack  modern  amenities. 

Overcrowding  - The  exact  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  is 
unknown,  but  probably  very  few.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  in 
Council  houses  were  relieved  during  the  year,  but  two  new 
cases  reported  during  the  year,  involving  large  families,  are 
still  outstanding.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  in  other  houses 
were  relieved.

There  are  on  the  register,  3 manufacturer/retailers  and  46 
retailers.  The  former  are  small  traders  supplying  their  own 
needs  and  the  latter  retail,  almost  exclusively,  pre-packed 
ice  cream.  In  addition,  there  are  2 motor  vehicles  from 
neighbouring  authorities  from  which  ice  cream  is  sold  in  the 
district. 

Six  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  including 
visits  to  the  three  registered  manufacturer/retailers.  Two 
of  these  use  the  heat-treatment  method  and  one  the  cold-mix 
method  satisfactorily.  Four  informal  samples  were  taken  for 
quality. 

Three  samples  were  genuine,  but  one  was  slightly  deficient 
in  milk  solids  other  than  milk  fat.  The  producer  from  a 
neighbour irig  authority  was  warned.  Ten  samples  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination.
